WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Barack Obama told 
top bankers Monday to explore 
“every responsible way” to 
increase lending, saying they 
were obliged to help repair 
the U.S. economy after being 
saved by the taxpayer-funded 
bailout. 

In a statement after more than 
an hour with the executives, 
Obama said he reminded them 
that much of the financial 
crisis that took the U.S. 
banking system to the brink 
of collapse had been “of their 
own making.” 

He also exhorted the 
executives — both in private 
and in public — to drop their 
opposition to an overhaul of 
the U.S. financial industry. 


“If they wish to fight common 
sense consumer protections, 
that’s a fight I’m more than 
willing to have,” Obama told 
reporters at the White House. 
Although the bailout of 
the banks is credited with 
avoiding a financial collapse, 
it has also prompted anger 
among many Americans that 
the government has been 
helping wealthy bankers 
while ignoring the plight of 
ordinary people at a time of 
rising unemployment. This 
could be an issue that would 
hurt Obama’s Democrats in 
next November’s elections. 
Obama also urged lenders to 
find creative ways to free up 
lending. Obama said banks 
have benefited from bailouts 
and should use that strength to 
lend more money to consumer 
and businesses. 


“But given the difficulty 
business people are having as 
lending has declined and given 
the exceptional assistance 
banks received to get them 
through a difficult time,” 
he said, “we expect them to 
explore every responsible 
way to help get our economy 
moving again.” 

Delay, he said, was not an 
option he was willing to 
consider.

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22 million missing Bush White House e-mails found

WASHINGTON - Computer 
technicians have found 22 
million missing White House 
e-mails from the administration 
of President George W. Bush 
and the Obama administration 
is searching for dozens more 
days’ worth of potentially lost 
e-mail from the Bush years, 
according to two groups that 


filed suit over the failure by 
the Bush White House to 
install an electronic record 
keeping system. 

The two private groups — 
Citizens for Responsibility 
and Ethics in Washington and 
the National Security Archive 
— said Monday they were 
settling the lawsuits they filed 
against the Executive Office 
of the President in 2007. 


It will be years before 
the public sees any of the 
recovered e-mails because 
they will now go through the 
National Archives’ process 
for releasing presidential 
and agency records. 
Presidential records of the 
Bush administration won’t 
be available until 2014 at the 
earliest. 

Former Bush White House 
spokesman Scott Stanzel said 
the 22 million e-mails already 
had been recovered while 
Bush was still in office and that 
misleading statements about 
the former administration’s 
work demonstrate “a continued 
anti-Bush agenda, nearly a 
year after a new president was 
sworn in.” 

“The liberal groups CREW 
and National Security Archive 
litigate for sport, distort the 
facts and have consistently 
tried to create a spooky 
conspiracy out of standard 
IT issues,” Stanzel said in a 
statement. The 22 million e- 
mails “would never have been 
found but for our lawsuits and 
pressure from Capitol Hill,” 
said Anne Weismann, chief 
counsel for CREW. “It was 
only then that they did this 



reanalysis and found as a result 
that there were 22 million e- 
mails that they were unable to 
account for before.” 

Senate Judiciary Committee 
ChairmanPatrickLeahy, D-Vt., 
said the Bush administration 
had been dismissive of 
congressional requests that 
the administration recover 
the e-mails. Leahy said it was 
“another example of the Bush 
administration’s reflexive 
resistance to congressional 
oversight and the public’s 
right to know.” 

The tally of missing e-mails, 
the additional searches and 
the settlement are the latest 
development in a political 
controversy that stemmed 
from the Bush White House’s 
failure to install a properly 
working electronic record 
keeping system. Two federal 
laws require the White House 
to preserve its records. 

The two private organizations 
say there is not yet a final count 
on the extent of missing White 
House e-mail and there may 
never be a complete tally. 
Meredith Fuchs, general 
counsel to the National 
Security Archive, said “many 
poor choices were made during 
the Bush administration and 
there was little concern about 
the availability of e-mail 
records despite the fact that 
they were contending with 
regular subpoenas for records 
and had a legal obligation to 
preserve their records.” 

“We may never discover the 
full story of what happened 
here,” said Melanie Sloan, 
CREW’s executive director. 
“It seems like they just didn’t 
want the e-mails preserved.” 
Sloan said the latest count of 
misplaced e-mails “gives us 
confirmation that the Bush 
administration lied when 
they said no e-mails were 
missing.” 

The two groups say the 22 
million White House e-mails 
were previously mislabeled 


and effectively lost. 

The government now can find 
and search 22 million more e- 
mails than it could in late 2005 
and the settlement means that 
the Obama administration will 
restore 94 calendar days of e- 
mail from backup tape, said 
Kristen Lejnieks, an attorney 
representing the National 
Security Archive. 

Stanzel, the former White 
House spokesman, said that 
the 94 days of e-mails to be 
recovered from back-up tapes 
consist of 61 calendar days 
already planned in the Bush 
era and an additional 33 days 
of recovery that the Obama 
White House have agreed 
to recover as part of the 
settlement of the court case. 
Sheila Shadmand, another 
lawyer representing the 
National Security Archive, 
said the Obama administration 
is making a strong effort to 
clean up “the electronic data 
mess left behind by the prior 
administration.” 

Records released as a result 
of the lawsuits reveal that the 
Bush White House was aware 
during the president’s first 
term in office that the e-mail 
system had serious archiving 
problems, which didn’t 
become publicly known until 
2006, when federal prosecutor 
Patrick Fitzgerald disclosed 
them during his criminal 
investigation of the outing of 
CIA operative Valerie Plame. 
A Microsoft Corp. document 
on the Bush White House’s 
e-mail problems states that 
Microsoft was called in to 
help find electronic messages 
in October 2003, more than 
two years before the problem 
surfaced publicly. October 
2003 was the month that the 
Justice Department began 
gearing up its criminal 
investigation into who in the 
Bush administration leaked 
the identity of Plame, the wife 
of Bush administration war

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Study shows pot moro popular among toonagors

DETROIT - Smoking 
marijuana is becoming 
even more popular among 
U.S. teens and they have cut 
downonsmokingcigarettes, 
binge drinking and using 
methamphetamine, 
according to a federal 
survey released Monday. 
More teens also are getting 
high on prescription pain 
pills and attention-deficit 
drugs, according to eighth, 
10th and 12th graders 
surveyed by the University 
of Michigan for the 
National Institute on Drug 
Abuse. 

The increase of teens 
smoking pot is partly 
because the national 
debate over medical use 
of marijuana can make the 
drug’s use seem safer to 
teenagers, researchers said. 
In addition to marijuana, 
fewer teens also view 
prescription drugs and 
Ecstasy as dangerous, 
which often means more 
could use those drugs in the 
future, said White House 
drug czar Gil Kerlikowske. 
The “continued erosion 
in youth attitudes and 
behavior toward substance 
abuse should give pause 
to all parents and policy¬ 
makers,” Kerlikowske 
said. 

“These latest data confirm 
that we must redouble 
our efforts to implement a 
comprehensive, evidence- 
based approach to 
preventing and treating 
drug use,” Kerlikowske, 
the director of the Office 
of National Drug Control 
Policy, said in remarks 
prepared for his Monday 
speech at the National Press 


Club in Washington. 
Marijuana use, while 
well off peak levels of the 
late 1990s, has edged up. 
According to the study of 
47,097 students, among 
this year’s 12th graders, 
20.6 percent said they used 
it within the past month, 
compared with 19.4 percent 
in 2008 and 18.3 percent in 
2006. 

Among 10th graders, pot 
use in the past month rose 
to 15.9 percent this year 
from 13.8 percent in 2008. 
“The upward trending of 
the past two or three years 
stands in stark contrast 
to the steady decline that 
preceded it for nearly 
a decade,” said Lloyd 
Johnston, who has directed 
the annual survey since it 
started in 1975. 

The percentage of eighth- 
graders who saw a “great 
risk” in occasionally 
smoking marijuana fell 
from 50.5 percent in 2004 
to 48.1 percent in 2008 and 
44.8 percent this year. The 
perceived danger of using 
Ecstasy once or twice fell 
among eighth graders, from 
42.5 percent in 2004 to 26 
percent in 2009. 

“When the perception of 
the danger goes down, in 
the following years you 
see an increase in use,” 
said National Institute on 
Drug Abuse Director Nora 
Volkow. 

Volkow said teens falsely 
reason it’s less dangerous 
to get high on prescription 
drugs “because they’re 
endorsed by the medical 
community.” But she said 
prescription narcotics like 
OxyContin and Vicodin are 
highly addictive and can 
act as gateways to heroin, a 


cheaper high. 

Use rates of both 
prescription narcotics rose 
among this year’s 10th 
graders, with 8.1 percent 
saying they had used 
Vicodin in the past year 
compared with 6.7 percent 
of the same grade in 2008. 
For OxyContin, the figure 
rose to 5.1 percent from 3.6 
percent. 

Recreational use of the 
attention-deficit drug 
Ritalin was lower than five 
years ago. 

But the attention-deficit 
drug Adderall, appearing 
for this first time in this 
year’s survey, showed use 
rates similar to those for 
Ritalin at its peak, which 
for 12 th graders was around 
5 percent. By all measures, 
alcohol remained the 
most widely used illicit 
substance among teens, 
with 43.5 percent of 12th 
graders reporting taking 
a drink in the past month. 
That’s a little change from 
last year, but down from 
52.7 percent in 1997 — a 
year that showed high 
percentages of substance 
abuse. All three grades 
reported drops in binge 
drinking for 2004-2009. 
Cigarette use patterns 
showed a continuation of 
the dramatic drop from a 
decade ago. In 1997, 19.4 
percent of eighth graders 
reported smoking within 
a month. That fell to 6.8 
percent last year and 6.5 
percent this year. The rate 
for 12th graders dropped 
from 36.5 percent in 1997 
to 20.1 percent this year. 
“There’s not going to be 
much further improvement 
unless policies change,” 
such as higher taxes to

“And so I urged these 
institutions here today to 
go back and take a third and 
fourth look about how they 
are operating when it comes to 
small business and medium¬ 
sized business lending,” he 
said. 

Bank of America chief 
executive Kenneth Lewis 
pledged to Obama his bank 
would lend $5 billion more 
to small-and mid-sized 
businesses in 2010 than it 
did in 200. The bank said the 
move is part of the its broader 
effort to support an economic 
recovery. 

JPMorgan said last month that 
it would boost such lending by 
$4 billion. 

Obama’s stem talking-to 
came hours after Citigroup 
Inc. said that it is repaying 
$20 billion in bailout money 
it received from the Treasury 
Department, in an effort to 
reduce government influence 
over the banking giant. The

government will also sell its 
stake in the company. 

The New York-based bank 
was among the hardest hit by 
the credit crisis and rising loan 
defaults and got one of the 
largest bailouts of any banks 
during the financial crisis. The 
government gave it $45 billion 
in loans and agreed to protect 
losses on nearly $300 billion 
in risky investments. Wells 
Fargo & Co. remains the last 
national bank that has yet to 
pay back its bailout money. 
The bailout repayment 
news kept Citigroup 
chief Vikram Pandit from 
attending Monday’s meeting, 
Citi spokeswoman Molly 
Millerwise Meiners said. 
She said chairman Richard 
Parsons planned to attend but 
bad weather kept him from 
reaching Washington in time. 
The White House said Parsons 
and two other executives 
listened to the meeting by 
telephone because of a heavy 
fog over Washington. The two 
others were Goldman Sachs 
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chairman and chief executive 
Lloyd Blankfein and Morgan 
Stanley chairman and chief 
executive John Mack. 

Despite Obama’s pointed 
words, the bankers have said 
lending is limited by factors 
beyond their control: The 
sluggish economy and tighter 
oversight by regulators. The 
slow economy has businesses 
reluctant to expand — and 
makes banks more grim 
about their prospects. Loan 
applications are down. 
Meanwhile, regulators are 
telling banks to be more 
skeptical about potential 
borrowers. They are forcing 
banks to keep larger cushions 
of capital to protect against 
future losses. That means 
there’s less money available 
to lend. 

The meeting came amid 


Obama’s fierce criticism of 
Wall Street. In an interview 
that aired on Sunday, Obama 
rebuked executive paychecks 
at firms that only last year 
required tax dollars to keep 
their doors open. 

“I did not run for office to 
be helping out a bunch of fat 
cat bankers on Wall Street,” 
Obama told CBS television’s 
“60 Minutes.” 

Bankers, however, brushed off 
Obama’s harsh rhetoric. 

US Bancorp chief Richard 
Davis denied that there was 
any rancor after Obama’s “fat 
cats” comment. 

“It was an opportunity for 
the president to make clear 
how important some of these 
issues are,” he told reporters 
in the White House driveway. 
“We haven’t done as good 
a job as we can in the future 


to align the interests of our 
constituents with those of the 
American public.” 

Davis added: “I think we agree 
there are better ways to do 
that, and he gave us some very 
good ideas about how to do 
better communicating that.” 
To that end, work continued 
on legislation to overhaul 
financial regulations. 

Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner—who sat at the table 
with Obama and the bankers — 
was also meeting Monday with 
Senate Banking Committee 
chairman Christopher Dodd, a 
Democrat, and the committee’s 
top Republican, Richard 
Shelby of Alabama. 

After House passage of a 
regulatory overhaul Friday, the 
work now shifts to the Senate, 
which has been preoccupied 
with health care legislation.Q 


GAO orders review 
of $3B Army contract 


HOUSTON (AP) — The U.S. 
Army must re-evaluate a $3 
billion contract awarded to 
the Oshkosh Corp. for 23,000 
military trucks and trailers, 
congressional investigators 
said Monday. 

Two companies that had 
bid for the deal and lost 
protested after Oshkosh won 
the contract. BAE Systems- 
Tactical Defense Systems 
LP, a subsidiary of a British 
defense firm, and Navistar 
Defense LLC questioned 
whether Oshkosh could make 


the vehicles at the price it 
quoted. 

The U.S. Government 
Accountability Office denied 
the price quote protest on 
Monday, but upheld some of 
the companies’ other points, 
finding that the Army’s 
evaluation of their bids was 
flawed. 

It directed the Army to 
reconsider the proposals of 
BAE and Warrenville, Illinois- 
based Navistar for their 
capability to fulfill the contract 
to build the vehicles, as well 


as their past performance. 

The Army has 60 days to 
respond, according to the 
GAO. 

The Oshkosh, Wisconsin- 
based company’s chief 
executive, Robert Bohn, said 
Oshkosh believes its offer is 
still the best value and that it 
expects to keep the contract 
after the Army reviews the 
two remaining issues. 

In separate statements, 
BAE Systems and Navistar 
officials expressed pleasure 
and confidence. 

According to a BAE Systems 
statement, the Sealy, Texas- 
based subsidiary of the 
British company has already 
built more than 56,000 of the 
vehicles over the past 17 years 
and designed the new armor 
the contract specifies for the 
vehicles. 

The Army awarded Oshkosh 
the contract on Aug. 26, with 
production scheduled to start 
in 2011. The contract work 
was expected to employ about 
2,000 people.

Partnership, a southeast 
Texas regional chamber of 
commerce, has said the BAE 
Sealy plant accounts for about 
10,000 jobs at the plant and

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U.S. firm stockpiled

PHILADELPHIA (AP) 
— A Pennsylvania staffing 
company gamed the nation’s 
visa program by obtaining 
hundreds of work visas 
under names culled from 
a Mexican phonebook and 
supplying the paperwork to 
illegal immigrants placed 
in landscaping and other 
seasonal jobs, authorities said 
Monday. “They were almost 
like a shadow government, 
because they procured all 
these visas, and they were the 
ones able to control who’s 
getting them,” Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Kevin R. Brenner 
told The Associated Press. 
International Personnel 
Resources Inc. had dozens 
of clients, many of them 
landscapers, builders and golf 
courses in the mid-Atlantic. 

In some cases, undocumented 
workers were sent home and 
given stockpiled visas to re¬ 
enter the country and return 
to their jobs, authorities 
said. International Personnel 
Resources would coach them 
to tell immigration officials 
they had never been in the 
country illegally, according 
to the 11-count federal 
information. 

The workers came from 
Mexico and Central and 
South America. International 
Personnel kept a Mexican 
phonebook at its office in 
West Chester, about 30 miles 
from Philadelphia, and used 
it to choose names for visa 
applications, prosecutors 
said. It accumulated hundreds 
of the visas for arriving 
workers from 2003 to 2008, 
the government said. 

H-2B visas are designed for 
companies that cannot find 
Americans willing to work as 
temporary seasonal laborers. 
Given the nation’s cap on 
H-2B visas, the scheme left 
fewer available for companies 
trying to bring in workers 
lawfully, prosecutors said.

KARACHI, Pakistan (AP) 
— Pakistani police Monday 
seized luggage and a cell 
phone from a hotel where 
three of five American s 


arrested on suspicion of 
militant links stayed, while a 
court ruled the men cannot be 
deported until judges review 
the case. 

Police allege the young 
Americans intended to join 
militants in the northwest 


tribal areas and then travel 
to Afghanistan before their 
arrest last week. The case has 
fanned fears that Americans 
and other Westerners are 
heading to Pakistan to link 
up with al-Qaida and other 
militant groups. 

Police searched the mid¬ 
range Saddam Hotel in the 
southern city of Karachi, 
the country’s commercial 
hub, where some of the 
men stayed on Nov. 30 after 
their arrival in the country. 
They found five travel bags 
containing clothes, a cell 
phone and a book, police 
official Abdullah Sheikh 
said. 

Hotel manager Mohammed 
Farooq Khan said the 
three left the hotel without 
informing management after 
staying one night. 

The book was “The Pact,” 
the best-selling true story 


of three young men from 
broken homes who pledged 
to support each other as they 
pursue academic dreams. 

The detainees are accused of 
using F acebook and YouTube 
Web sites to try and connect 
with extremist groups in 
Pakistan and are said to have 
established contact with a 
Taliban recruiter. They have 
not been charged with any 
crime. 

The court order Monday 
was aimed at preventing any 
deportation of the Americans 
before the judiciary gets a 
chance to review the case, 
Lahore High Court registrar 
Tahir Pervez said. No 
deportation order is known 
to have been issued so far, 
but officials in both countries 
have said such a move is 
likely. 

The court issued the order in 
response to a petition from 


Khalid Khawaja, a civil 
rights activist who has often 
filed court cases on behalf of 
alleged militants and people 
believed to have disappeared 
at the hands of Pakistan’s 
security apparatus. 

Pervez said the court ordered 
the government of Punjab 
province to file a report 
on the case in a hearing 
Thursday. 

The men, who are from 
the Washington, D.C. area, 
were picked up by Pakistani 
authorities last week in the 
Punjab town of Sargodha 
after their worried families 
in the U.S. turned to the 
FBI to track them down. 
They were shifted over the 
weekend to Lahore, the 
provincial capital, for further 
questioning. 

FBI agents, who have been 
granted some access to the 
men, are trying to see if there 
is enough evidence to charge 
any of them with conspiracy 
to provide material support 
to a terrorist group, an 
American official and 
another person familiar with 
the case said Friday. 

State Department spokesman 
Ian Kelly, speaking to 
reporters in Washington, 
said the men last received a 
consular visit on Friday. 
“We’ve had excellent 
cooperation with the 
Pakistani authorities, both 
on the diplomatic side and on 
the law enforcement side,” 
he said. “And the Pakistani 
authorities granted us access 
to the six individuals within 
24 hours of our request, 
which is a very speedy 
response.’Q 
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Attack on Italian PM 
reveals nation’s divisions

ROME (AP) — Even 
hospitalized and in pain, 
Italian Prime Minister Silvio 
Berlusconi can polarize 
Italians. 

The bloody image of 
Berlusconi, reeling after 
being attacked as he signed 
autographs following a rally 
Sunday, has created sympathy 
and solidarity on one hand, 
while on the other generating 
praise for his attacker on 
Facebook and YouTube. 

The strong reactions were 
similar to those Berlusconi 
has drawn during his 15 years 
in politics. 

“The bloodied, stunned, scared 
face of Silvio Berlusconi will 
remain an icon in the history of 
this republic,” said a national 
newspaper, La Stampa, which 
is not owned by Berlusconi’s 
media company. 

Berlusconi, 73, was rushed 
to the San Raffaele hospital 
in Milan after a man pushed 
through the crowd and hit him 
in the face with a souvenir 
statue of Milan’s Duomo, 
the Gothic cathedral that is a 
symbol of the city. 

The attacker, identified as 42- 
year-old Massimo Tartaglia, 
was arrested at the scene and 
remained in jail in Milan. 
Police and family members 
said he had no criminal 
record but a history of mental 
problems. 

Italy’s ANSA news agency 
reported late Monday that 
Tartaglia had written a letter 
to Berlusconi, saying he was 
sorry for his “superficial, 
cowardly and uncontrolled” 
act. 

Berlusconi was in pain 
Tuesday, unable to eat or 
leave the hospital for at least 
another day, said his doctor, 
Alberto Zangrillo. 

The attack left the premier 
with a fractured nose, two 
broken teeth and lip cuts. He 
was being given antibiotics 
and drugs for persistent pain, 
the hospital said in a midday 
bulletin. He will not need 
surgery, Zangrillo said. 

The attack, which shocked 
Italians, came amid an 


increasingly tense political 
atmosphere. 

Berlusconi has for months 
denounced a “climate of 
hatred” he says surrounds him 
as he fends off a sex scandal 
and judicial troubles. 

His spokesman, Paolo 
Bonaiuti, said this feeling 
was stronger than ever in the 
hours that preceded the attack, 
even in the car ride toward the 
rally. 

“He told me, 6 You know, this 
climate of hatred and tension 
really leaves me worried,”’ 
Bonaiuti said Monday. “’Don’t 
you think something might 
happen to me?”’ 

Since he stepped into politics 
in the mid-1990s, Berlusconi 
has further polarized Italy — a 
society that has been split into 
fiercely opposed factions for 
centuries. 

His critics charge that 
the media mogul-turned- 
politician assembles so much 
power that he is a threat to 
democracy, bending the law to 
his advantage. Admirers love 
his charisma, wealth, even his 
jokes. 

To them, he is what they would 
like to be. They praise his can- 
do persona and believe he is a 
reformist. 

Despite legalwoes andconflict- 
of-interest accusations, 

Berlusconi has been voted 
into office three times. His 
latest victory in 2006 signaled 
his triumphant return to power 
less that two years after his 
second term ran out and he 
narrowly lost elections to a 
center-left coalition. 

So strong are the sentiments 
that an aide years ago wrote 
a book collecting the insults 
that political adversaries had 
thrown at the conservative 
leader. 

But even by the Italian 
standards of mudslinging, 
the climate has become 
increasingly tense in recent 
months, with Berlusconi 
becoming increasingly 

vitriolic in the face of rising 
protests. 

Italy’s largest newspaper, 
Corriere della Sera, said 
Monday that politics in Italy 
had come to resemble “civil 


war.” 

“The violent aggression 
on the premier is the result 
of this degeneration,” said 
the newspaper, which is 
independent of Berlusconi’s 
holdings. 

Berlusconi is entangled in 
scandals over his purported 
fondness for young women 
and an alleged relationship 
with a prostitute. 

The premier’s wife is 
divorcing him, but Berlusconi 
insists he has never paid for 
sex, nor had inappropriate 
relationships. 

He has been buffeted by 
protests, with tens ofthousands 
marching in Rome on Dec. 
5 to demand his resignation. 
And a Mafia turncoat recently 
alleged that Berlusconi had 
ties to the underworld, an 
accusation the premier has 
forcefully dismissed. 

Despite setbacks and some 
squabbling with his allies, his 
popularity has remained high. 
The attack might reinforce 
that. “True Italians are always 
with you,” said a well-wishing

banner posted on the walls of 
the hospital. 

Berlusconi has fired back 
against his detractors, 
launching vehement attacks 
that have added to the 
poisonous climate. 

He said the magistrates who 
put him on trial for corruption 
are politically motivated 
communists. Last week he 
denounced the “party of 
magistrates” as a threat to 
Italy’s sovereignty, and he 
has also attacked the Supreme 
Court and the president of the 
republic. 

Roberto Maroni, who as 


interior minister is in charge of 
police forces, said he counted 
some 300 groups on Facebook 
praising Berlusconi’s assailant, 
and he was considering pulling 
them off the social network. 
He also mentioned YouTube 
videos showing the attack 
with comments inciting more 
violence. 

Maroni presided over an 
emergency meeting in 
Milan that put the security 
surrounding the premier under 
scrutiny. The minister said 
he did not see any immediate 
faults, but added that a full 
review would take place.Q

COPENHAGEN (AP) 
— Poor countries ended 
a boycott of U.N. climate 
talks Monday after getting 
assurances that rich nations 
were not conspiring to soften 
their commitments to cutting 
greenhouse gases, European 
officials said. 

EuropeanUnionenvironment 
spokesman Andreas 

Carlgren said informal talks 
resolved the impasse, which 
was started by African 
countries and backed by 
major developing countries, 
including China and India. 
Rich and poor countries 
“found a reasonable 
solution,” he said. 
Developing countries agreed 
to return to all working groups 
that they abandoned earlier 
in the day at the 192-nation 
conference, said Anders 
Frandsen, a spokesman for 
conference president Connie 
Hedegaard. 

The boycott had disrupted 
efforts to forge a pact on 
global warming and forced 
the cancellation of formal 
working groups, delaying the 
frantic work of negotiators 
trying to resolve technical 
issues before the arrival of 
more than 110 world leaders, 
including President Barack 
Obama, later this week. 

The move was largely seen 
as a ploy to shift the agenda 
to the responsibilities of 
the industrial countries and 
make emissions reductions 
the first item for discussion 
Tuesday. 

“We are really prepared 
to discuss all issues in 
the negotiations. It means 
also absolutely all issues 
under the Kyoto Protocol,” 
Carlgren said. 

The developing countries 
want to extend the 1997 
Kyoto Protocol, which 
imposed penalties on 
rich nations if they did 
not comply with its strict 
emissions limits but made 
no such binding demands on 
developing nations. 

Poor countries, supported 
by China, said Hedegaard 
had raised suspicion that 


the conference was likely to 
kill the Kyoto Protocol. The 
United States withdrew from 
Kyoto over concerns that it 
wouldharmtheU.S. economy 
and that China, India and 
other major greenhouse gas 
emitters were not required to 
take action. China is now the 
world’s largest greenhouse 
gas polluter. 

It was the second time the 
Africans have disrupted the 
climate talks. At the last round 
of negotiations in November, 
the African bloc forced a one- 
day suspension until wealthy 
countries agreed to spell out 
what steps they will take to 
reduce emissions. 

“They are trying to put the 
pressure on” before Obama 
and other world leaders arrive, 
said Gustavo Silva-Chavez, 
a climate change specialist 
with the Environmental 
Defense Fund. “They want 
to make sure that developed 
countries are not left off the 
hook.” 

An African delegate said 
developing countries decided 
to block the negotiations at 
a meeting hours before the 
conference was to resume. 
He said applause broke out 
every time China, India or 
another country supported 
the proposal to stall the 
talks. 

But not all developing 
countries supported the 


move. Carlgren said 
Maldives President 

Mohamed Nasheed, whose 
island nation is threatened by 
rising sea levels, delivered 
an impersonate plea to the 
delegates to resume talks. 
Later Monday, Nasheed 
told The Associated Press 
that there was a wide range 
of opinions in the bloc of 
developing countries, which 
includes both impoverished 
nations and fast-growing 
economies like China. 

“There are countries who do 
not agree to what is happening 
here but I don’t think we 
should put all the developing 
countries together and say 
there is one unified or one 
single voice coming out,” 
Nasheed said after delivering 
a speech to climate activists 
in Copenhagen. 

Canada’s Environment 
Minister Jim Prentice said 
the dispute was a setback to 
negotiations. 

“We have lost some time. 
There is no doubt about 
that,” Prentice said. “It is not 
particularly helpful, but all in 
all it is our responsibility to 
get on with it and continue to 
negotiate.” 

A draft agreement distributed 
last week to the conference 
set no firm figures on cutting 
greenhouse gas emissions 
blamed for global warming 
nor financing.

Scientist have warned that 
the co mm itments so far fall 
short of what is needed to 
keep global temperature 
increases below 2 degrees C 
(3.6 F) above preindustrial 
levels and head off the worst 
of global warming. 

Former U.S. Vice President 
A1 Gore illustrated that point 
when he told the conference 
the Arctic polar ice cap may 
disappear in the summer just 
a few years from now. 

Some computer models 
suggest “that there is a 75 
percent chance that the entire 
north polar ice cap during 
some of the summer months 
will be completely ice-free 
within the next five to seven 
years,” Gore said. 

Gore, who won a Nobel 
Peace Prize for his work on 
climate change, joined the 
foreign ministers of Norway 
and Denmark in presenting 
two new reports on melting 
Arctic ice. 

Countries have so far only 
offered short-term pledges 
to help developing countries 
deal with climate change, 
including the U.S. which on 
Monday announced a new 
program drawing funds from 
international partners to spend 
$350 million over five years 
to give developing nations 
clean energy technology 
to curb greenhouse gas 
emissions and reduce global 


warming. 

The program will distribute 
solar power alternatives 
for homes, including sun- 
powered lanterns, supply 
cleaner equipment and 
appliances and work to 
develop renewable energy 
systems in the world’s poorer 
nations. 

The U.S. share of the 
program will amount to $85 
million, with the rest coming 
from Australia, Britain, 
the Netherlands, Norway 
and Switzerland, Energy 
Secretary Steven Chu said in 
Copenhagen. 

Meanwhile, some leaders 
announced they were moving 
up their dates for arriving in 
Copenhagen in a bid to inject 
momentum into the talks. 
British Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown’s office said 
he would go to Copenhagen 
on Tuesday, two days earlier 
than planned. His spokesman 
denied that Brown — facing 
a national election by June 
— was seeking any personal 
credit if a deal is struck. 
Throngs of newly arrived 
delegates, journalists and 
climate activists jammed the 
security and accreditation 
lines at the conference center, 
forcing police to shut down 
the nearby subway stop. 

In downtown Copenhagen, 
police said they detained 
about 20 people among 3,000 
climate activists protesting 
outside Parliament. 

More than 1,200 others were 
detained in weekend protests, 
although almost all were 
released after questioning. 
About a dozen were arraigned 
on preliminary charges of 
assaulting police officers or 
carrying sharp objects. 

There were also sporadic 
reports of vandalism across 
the city overnight Monday. 
Police said 12 cars were set on 
fire, including three vehicles 
belonging to Danish power 
company Dong Energy. 
Vandals also smashed 
windows and threw red paint 
at the headquarters of the 
Danish Immigration Service. 
It was not immediately clear 
whether those attacks were 
related to the conference. □

The official said China seemed 
to have genuine problems 
in attending the meeting 
in Brussels or outside the 
Copenhagen climate summit 
and did not appear to be 
seeking to delay it. Still, the 
development was a setback 
in efforts to present a unified 
front on Iran in the face of 
continued Iranian defiance on 
its nuclear program. 

Because it relies on Iran 
for gas and oil, China is the 
weakest link in international 
attempts to punish the country 
for defying a U.N. Security 
Council demand that it stop 
enriching uranium, a process 
that can make both nuclear 
fuel and the fissile core of 
warheads. 

The world powers also have 
to worry about an increasingly 
edgy Israel. The Jewish state 
sees an Islamic Republic with 
such weapons as an existential 
threat — and has repeatedly 
indicated it is ready to hit Iran 
militarily. 

Israeli Defense Minister Ehud 
Barak urged the world to agree 
to tough new penalties while 
again suggesting that military 
strikes remained an option. 
“There is a need for tough 
sanctions,’’Baraktoldreporters 
in Vienna during an official 
visit. “Something that is well 
and coherently coordinated 
to include the Americans, the 
EU, the Chinese, the Russians, 
the Indians.” 

At the same time, he said, “we 
recommend to all players not 
to remove any options from 
the table,” just as “we do not 
remove it.” 

In Washington, Secretary 
of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton acknowledged that 
U.S. administration’s nearly 
yearlong effort to engage 
Iran has fallen short and 
new sanctions are needed to 
press Tehran to provide more 
information about its suspect 
nuclear program. 

Clinton’s pessimistic remarks 
come as an end-of-year 
deadline, set by President 
Barack Obama, looms for 
the Iranians to prove that 
their nuclear intentions are 
peaceful. 

She said the administration 
has offered Iran a chance to 
participate in meaningful 


discussions about its nuclear 
activities and intentions or face 
fresh penalties for defiance 
in line with the dual-track, 
carrot-and-stick approach. 
That dual effort, though, has 
“produced very little,” she 
said, adding that “additional 
pressure is going to be called 
for” to get results. 

During seven years of failed 
international diplomacy, Iran 
has moved closer to being able 
to make nuclear arms, even 
while insisting that its atomic 
program is meant solely to 
generate energy. 

Its thousands of centrifuges 
have produced enough 
enriched uranium to make 
two nuclear weapons — 
even though it maintains the 
stockpile will only be used 
for nuclear fuel and not for 
weapons-grade material. 

It has only recently — and 
belatedly — revealed that it is 
building a second enrichment 
site and is stonewalling an 
International Atomic Energy 
Agency probe of allegations 
that it had experimented with 
making nuclear weapons. 

Iran threatened this month to 
expand its enrichment program 
tenfold, while rejecting an 
IAEA-brokered plan to supply 
fuel for its research reactor 
if Iran exports of most of 
its enriched stockpile — a 
move that would strip it of its 
warhead material. 

The U.S., France and 
Britain — the three Western 
permanent U.N. Security 
Council members — are 
trying to persuade Russia and 
China to back new and tough 
Security Council sanctions on 
Iran as early as the start of next 
year, should other diplomatic 
options fail. 

But Russia in recent days has 
moved away from suggesting 
it would support such a move. 
And recent statements from 
Chinese officials indicate that 
Beijing has not changed its 
traditional opposition to new 
sanctions. 

While Russia and China signed 
on to three previous sets of 
U.N. sanctions against Iran, 
they also forced their Western 
Security Council partners to 
water them down substantially. 
China’s balancing act on Iran 
reflects its global strategy of 
trying to insert itself into the 
U.S.-led world order, working 
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with Washington when it can 
— and opposing U.S. policies 
when they conflict with its 
own.Q

“Up in the Air” and “Fantastic Mr. Fox.” The latter, Wes 
Anderson’s stop-motion animated movie, won for best 
animated film. 

Christoph Waltz, who played a menacing Nazi in Quentin 
Tarantino’s “Inglourious Basterds,” won best supporting 
actor. Best actress went to Mo’Nique for her performance as 
the mother in “Precious.” 

The New York Film Critics Circle Awards are among 
the drumbeat of critics’ prizes leading up to the Academy 
Awards on March 7. Oscar nominations are announced Feb. 
2. Nominations for the Golden Globes, perhaps the most high 
profile of the earlier awards, were to be announced Tuesday 
by the Hollywood Foreign Press Association.

Stocks rise to 2009 highs after Dubai, Exxon deals

NEW YORK - Easing 
concerns about debt problems 
overseas and a $31 billion 
takeover deal by Exxon Mobil 
Corp. nudged major stock 
indexes to new highs for the 
year. 

The market climbed Monday 
following news that the 
Middle Eastern city-state of 
Abu Dhabi had extended $10 
billion to nearby Dubai to 
help the emirate make debt 
payments. Analysts have been 
concerned since last month 
that a cash crunch in the 
former boomtown could send 
ripples through global credit 
markets. 

The market’s advance was 
uneven after Exxon Mobil 
said it would acquire XTO 
Energy Inc. The move will 
help Exxon tap into the 
growing supply of natural gas 
in the U.S. and could signal 
that more deals are afoot in 
the energy industry. 

A drop in shares of Exxon 
held the Dow Jones industrial 
average to more modest gains 
than other indexes. The Dow 
added 0.3 percent, while the 
broader Standard & Poor’s 
500 index rose 0.7 percent. 
Financial stocks rose after 
Citigroup Inc. said it would 
repay the $20 billion it 
received last year from the 
government’s financial rescue 
program. The government also 
will sell its 34 percent stake 
in the company. The news 
came just days after Bank of 
America Corp. repaid the $45 
billion in bailout money it 
owed taxpayers. 

The day’s advance was 
orderly and signaled that 
traders remain cautious, as 
they have for weeks. A big run 
in stocks that began in March 
has slowed in the past month 
as investors look to lock in 
some of their gains from 2009 
and determine how to position 
themselves for the new year.

The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note edged 
up to 3.56 percent from 3.55 
percent late Friday as prices 
fell. 

The dollar fell against other 
currencies, helping to lift 
most commodities prices.

The Phillies have a tentative 
agreement to acquire star 
pitcher Roy Halladay in a trade 
with Toronto, and the former 
Cy Young Award winner was 
in Philadelphia on Monday 
for a physical required to 
complete the deal. 
Philadelphia also is discussing 
a trade that would send Cliff 
Lee, another former Cy 
Young winner, to the Seattle 
Mariners. 

The commissioner’s office 
granted a 72-hour window 
on Sunday for Toronto and 
Philadelphia to complete 
their trade, a baseball official 
familiar with the negotiations 
told The Associated Press on 
Monday. The official spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because Major League 
Baseball didn’t make any 
announcement. 

Halladay took a physical on 


Monday for the NL champion 
Phillies, another person with 
knowledge of the situation said, 
also on condition of anonymity 
because no announcement had 
been made. 

Philadelphia could give up 
pitchers J. A. Happ, Joe Blanton 
and outfielder Dominic Brown 
as part of a deal, the person 
said. Those three players also 
took physicals in Philadelphia 
on Monday. 

Halladay’s agent, Greg 
Landry, was registered at a 
Philadelphia hotel, a sign 
the sides were working on 
a contract extension, which 
likely would be necessary 
before Halladay waives his 
right to block a trade. 

Lee, who like Halladay is 
eligible for free agency after 
next season, could wind up 
going to Seattle, the baseball 
official said. 

The 32-year-old Halladay 
is the most prized pitcher 


on the trade market. A six¬ 
time All-Star and the 2003 
AL Cy Young Award winner, 
the right-hander went 17-10 
with a 2.79 ERA for the Blue 
Jays last season. He led the 
majors with four shutouts and 
nine complete games while 
throwing 239 innings, second 
to Detroit’s Justin Verlander 
(240). 

Halladay would be a huge 
addition for the aggressive 
Phillies, who won the 2008 
World Series and repeated as 
NL champs this year, when 
they lost the World Series to 
the New York Yankees in six 
games. 

The Phillies are thought to be 


a preferable fit for Halladay 
because they hold spring 
training in Clearwater, Fla., 
near his offseason home. 
Aware they probably couldn’t 
afford to keep Halladay 
beyond next season, the Blue 
Jays shopped their ace before 
the July 31 trade deadline. 
The Phillies were thought to 
be involved in talks involving 
Halladay at that point, but 
instead they landed Lee from 
the Cleveland Indians for four 
minor leaguers. 

Lee was a big reason 
Philadelphia won its second 
consecutive pennant, going 
4-0 with a 1.56 ERA and 
two complete games in five 


postseason starts. 

The Blue Jays fired general 
manager J.P. Ricciardi late 
in the season and replaced 
him with Alex Anthopoulos. 
When contacted Monday by 
the AP, Anthopoulos declined 
comment. 

The Phillies have been busy 
this offseason, signing free- 
agent third baseman Placido 
Polanco to an $18 million, 
three-year contract. They also 
signed Brian Schneider to 
be their backup catcher, and 
reserve infielder Juan Castro. 
Halladay has been one of 
baseball’s best pitchers for 
years. He owns a 148-76 career

HOUSTON - Houston 
Rockets coach Rick Adelman 
criticized the NBA on Monday 
for setting up an “utterly 
ridiculous” schedule for his 
team that includes four back- 
to-back games over the next 
two weeks. 

The Rockets face Detroit at 
home on Tuesday, then must 
fly to Denver to play the first- 
place Nuggets on Wednesday. 
They visit Dallas on Friday and 
return home to face Oklahoma 
City on Saturday — then 
have to play two games on 


consecutive nights twice more 
during Christmas week. 

“We have a horrendous stretch 
here,” Adelman said. “I don’t 
know if the league really 
understands that they gave us 
four straight back-to-backs. 
It’s awful.” 

NBA spokesman Tim Frank 
said in an e-mail that the 
league had no comment on 
Adelman’s statements. 
Houston plays the Los Angeles 
Clippers at home on Dec. 22 
and Orlando on the road on 
Dec. 23, followed by road 


games against New Jersey 
(Dec. 26) and Cleveland (Dec. 
27). 

“It’s utterly ridiculous,” 
Adelman said. “But that’s the 
schedule we have, it’s just the 
way it is and we’re just going 
to have to respond to it.” 
Adelman said the schedule 
gives his team little time to 
practice, and even less time to 
spend with their families for 
the holiday. 

“Every team should have a 
chance where they’re home a 
little bit,” he said. “We have 
no chance. This is the most 
ridiculous schedule I’ve ever 
seen.” 

The Rockets are 5-0 in the 
second games of back-to- 
backs this season, but 1-4 in 
the first games. They have 
10 road games in December, 
but by the All-Star break, 
they will have played 26 road 
games and 25 at home.Q 
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TV networks already know about life without Tiger

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
television networks already 
know what life without 
Tiger Woods looks like, and 
they were going to take that 
knowledge into their upcoming 
negotiations for the next 
contract with the PGA Tour. 

The tour’s six-year deals with 
CBS and NBC expire in 2012, 
and negotiations are expected 
to begin late next year. 

Knee surgery sidelined Woods 
for eight months after his 
stirring win at the 2008 U.S. 
Open, slicing television ratings 
in half while he was gone. Now 
Woods is taking an indefinite 
leave from golf after admitting 
to marital infidelity. 

During the last round of 
negotiations, NBC focused on 
securing rights to tournaments 
that Woods was likely to play, 
said former MAGNA research 
chief Steve Sternberg. 

But even before a stream of

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sordid allegations led Woods 
to step away from the game, 
the networks had received a 
harsh reminder that the lofty 
ratings they receive when he’s 
in contention aren’t assured. 
“The television business is 
about guaranteeing ratings to 
advertisers,” said analyst Larry 
Gerbrandt, a principal of Media 
Valuation Partners. 

The networks sell ads based 
on a promise of a certain 
rating. They can’t afford to 
be frequently caught in the 
position of needing to make 
up for ratings that fall short, 
Gerbrandt said. Networks 
know how high ratings would 
be if Woods is in contention, 
but they can’t base their rates 
on the assumption that he will 
be. 

“You can’t run a business that 
way,” Gerbrandt said. 

The networks must decide how 
much money they’re willing to 
pay the PGA Tour based on how 
much money they believe they 
can make from advertisers. 
“The negotiation to some 
extent is based on a worst-case 
scenario,” Gerbrandt said. 

By the time the negotiations 
start, the networks might have 
a better sense of the scenario, 
good or bad. If Woods has 
already returned to the tour, 
they’ll be able to gauge the 
effect of the scandal on ratings 
and his level of play. The 
longer he stays out, the more 
uncertainty will permeate the 
negotiations. 

“If Tiger returns to golf and 
performs well, ratings will 
remain high,” Sternberg wrote 
in an e-mail. “But if he is not 
back yet, it will definitely 
impact how much the networks 
will be willing to pay.” 

CBS and NBC declined 
comment. □ 
























Belichick says he has a 
lot of respect for Moss

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. 
- New England coach Bill 
Belichick fired back Monday 
at two Carolina defenders 
who criticized the effort of 
wide receiver Randy Moss. 
Belichick, who rarely 
rips opponents, said, “My 
response would be that’s a lot 
of conversation coming from 
a team that just lost another 
game.” 

After Moss had just one catch 
for 16 yards in the Patriots’ 
20-10 win over the Panthers 
on Sunday, comerback Chris 
Gamble and safety Chris 
Harris said Moss, who had a 
reputation for going less than 
full speed with Minnesota 
and Oakland when those 
teams struggled, didn’t go all 
out during the game. 

“We knew he was going to 
shut it down,” Gamble told 
the Boston Globe. “He’d just 
give up a lot, slow down, he’s 
not going deep, not trying to 
run a route. You can tell (by 
his) body language.” 

“That’s what it is with him,” 
Harris said. “You get physical 
with him, and I don’t want 
to say he quits, but he kind 
of doesn’t run the routes the 
way they’re supposed to be 
run. If you get a jam on him, 
he’ll just ease up.” 

Belichick and quarterback 


Tom Brady came to the 
defense of the receiver who 
had 98 receptions in 2007 
when he set an NFL record 
with 23 touchdown catches. 
The Patriots were 18-0 that 
season before losing the 
Super Bowl. Moss added 69 
catches last season when they 
went 11-5. 

Moss has 69 catches for 1,074 
yards and nine touchdowns 
this season but just six for 
149 yards and one touchdown 
in his past three games. 

“I have a lot of respect for 
Randy. I think he’s one of our 
best players,” Belichick said. 
“If you watch other teams 
defend him, watch other 
teams play against him, they 
think the same way, other than 
these two guys from Carolina 
after they lost another game. 
I guess they don’t think that 
way, but they haven’t won a 
lot of games now.” 

The Patriots (8-5) didn’t go 
ahead of the Panthers (5-8) 
until Brady threw a 5-yard 
touchdown pass to Benjamin 
Watson with 1:06 left in the 
third quarter. The double¬ 
teaming Moss gets has forced 
Brady to throw elsewhere, 
and Wes Welker leads the 
NFL with 105 catches. 

Late in the first quarter, Moss 
didn’t break sharply toward 
the sideline and Gamble 
intercepted Brady’s pass. 


“Randy saw something. He 
went to the place he thought 
the ball would be,” Brady said 
during his regular Monday 
appearance on WEEI radio. 
“I don’t think you can blame 
Randy for that.” 

And Brady took his own shot 
at Gamble. 

“I’ve seen plays made on 
Chris Gamble over the course 
of the season, too,” he said. 
“Guys, when they play Randy, 
want to show what they can 
do. ... but Randy’s one of the 
best players in the history of 
the NFL.” 

The Panthers steered clear of 
the issue on Monday. 

“Who cares?” Harris said of 
Belichick’s comments. 
Carolina coach John Fox said, 
“That’s not my job to evaluate 
(Moss). They won.” 

Gamble didn’t appear in the 
locker room Monday while 
reporters were allowed 
inside. 

On Wednesday, Moss and 
three teammates were sent 
home by Belichick after 
they reported late for a team 
meeting on a snowy morning 
when traffic was tied up. 

The only pass Moss caught 
Sunday was a 16-yarder over 
the middle on the first play 
of the second quarter. But he 
fumbled when Harris hit him 
and Dan Connor recovered 
for the Panthers.

Midway through the fourth 
quarter, Moss dropped a pass 
while being guarded only 
by Gamble, and the Patriots 
settled for a field goal. Later, 
his false start penalty gave 
the Patriots a third-and-13 
which they didn’t convert. 
But a roughing the kicker call 
extended the drive that ended 
in another field goal. 

Moss spent seven years with 
the Vikings and two with 
the Raiders. He had career- 
lows of 42 catches for 553 
yards in Oakland in 2006 
and expressed a desire to be 
traded. 

“Maybe (it’s) because I’m 
unhappy and I ’ m not too much 
excited about what’s going 
on,” he said in November 
2006, “so my concentration 
and focus level tends to go 
down sometimes when I’m 
in a bad mood. So all I can 
say is if you put me in a good 
situation and make me happy, 
man, you get good results.” 
Moss played well last season 
despite the absence of Brady, 


who suffered a season-ending 
knee injury in the opener. 
He had at least 116 yards 
receiving in five of his first 
nine games this year with 
the Patriots going 6-3. But 
they lost two of the next 
three before his tardiness last 
Wednesday. 

Welker was the primary 
receiver Sunday, catching 10 
passes for 105 yards. Brady 
said that Moss was frustrated 
during the game but that 
“you’ve just got to keep 
fighting.” At one point, he 
was seen talking animatedly 
to Moss, who was on the 
bench. “You don’t need to 
do it with Wes very much,” 
Brady said on WEEI. “He’s 
unbelievable.” 

So does Moss have to be 
reminded that he can’t get 
frustrated when he’s double 
teamed and can’t have a game 
with only one catch? 

“You know how I feel about 
stats,” Belichick said. “Stats 
are for losers. Final scores are

Kansas was the runaway No. 
1 pick in The Associated

The Wildcats joined 
the poll for the first time since 
the 2007-08 season, a drought 
dwarfed by the Lobos, whose 
previous appearance in the 
Top 25 was in March 1999.

Texas Tech, which beat 
Texas Christian 80-70 in its 
only game last week, had the 
biggest jump, moving from 
23rd to 16th.

First wave of “Swine Flu” vaccinations to end Friday

Today and tomorrow, 
Wednesday, December 16 
will be the last time the 
shots will be offered at three 
locations in the late afternoon 
and evening, to accommodate 
most working schedules, 
announced Sharlene Koolman 
of the Department of 
Contagious Diseases. During 
the hours from 3:00 PM until 
7:00 PM, teams from various 
health agencies will be 
immunizing those qualified at 
EPB San Nicolas, EPB Hato 
in Oranjestad, and Centro 
Kibrahacha for the Elderly, 
in Piedra Plat. Vaccinations 
can also be obtained at 
their central headquarters in 
Oranjestad, where the old 
hospital was located, and will 
be administered daily from 
8:00 AM until Noon through 
Friday, December 18. After 
that date, all departments will 
be closed until mid-January. 
Dr. Salazar of the Department 
of Health reminded the public 
that particular risk groups 
must be immunized, such as 
children ages 6 months to 5 
years and those who suffer 
with chronic health conditions, 
particularly respiratory 

diseases, such as asthma. 
They do not recommend the 
vaccine for infants under six 
months, but strongly urge 
families with young babies or 
those living with someone in 
a high risk groups, make sure 
to get immunized against the 
H1N1 virus, because if they 
contract it, they could spread 
it to family members who are 
at greatest risk. 

It is essential for domestics, 



individuals in the food 
industry, health workers and 
caregivers to be immunized 
against the virus. 

Maribelle Tromp admitted that 
Aruba has had reports of 850 
patients with flu symptoms, of 
which 63cases of H1N1 were 
confirmed. Among those, 8 
cases required hospitalization; 
they were all patients with 
existing chronic conditions. 
Aruba has seen no fatalities 
due toHINl. 

Minister of Justice and 
Education Arthur Dowers 
also urged islanders to avail 
themselves of the vaccination 
service before the holidays 
on behalf of the government. 
School age children are in 
an environment where the 
disease can easily spread and 
then effect rest of their family. 
Aruba also has over one 
million visitors a year, and

now, during flu season, anyone 
could come in contact with 
the H1N1 virus and pass it on 
to their entire household. 

A program in collaboration 
with all family practitioners 
in Aruba is now also being 
instigated to acquire lists of 
patients they consider to be 
high-risk for the H1N1 flu 
virus, and who should be 
vaccinated without delay, 
report health officials. A 
second phase of vaccinations 
will take place beginning 


in January, as the vaccine is 
most effective in two doses. 
“The first immunizations 
offer about 80% efficiency,” 
stated Maribelle Tromp, 
“with the second shot the 
recipient should have 100% 
immunity.” 

Individuals with conditions 
that do not allow them to come 
in for the vaccine can call 582- 
4221 to explain their situation, 
and health department officials 
will visit them at their home, 
if it is deemed necessary. The 
same number can be called 



for more information about 
the vaccination program. □

Hepple commented that 
decreases in tourist arrivals 
to Aruba so far in 2009 were 
only 4%, but of much greater 
concern was the profound 
effect in the fall in the hotel’s 
revpar, which was much 
steeper. With a decline in 
revpar projected to continue in 
2010, Hepple urged ‘focus’ in 
efforts to stem discounting of 
rates while still driving more 
business to the island. 

The context in which Aruba 
now finds itself was echoed by 
Guest Speaker Adam Sacks, 
the founder and managing 
director of Oxford Economics’ 


Tourism Economics Division, 
who spoke on the economy 
and 

travel trends. Although he 
notes that Caribbean tourism 
is outperforming much of 
the world, he recognizes that 
Aruba hotels are struggling 
nonetheless. He sees a possible 
turn-around with economic 
indicators looking positive for 
2010 in Aruba’s main market 
of the US. 

However, AHATA President & 
CEO Jim Hepple clarifies that 
it is not a given that Aruba’s 
tourism will bounce back to 
numbers it enjoyed previous to 
the economic crisis. “We have 


to be savvy to recognize the 
extent of the global economic 
concerns, repositioning our 
efforts accordingly, and to 
work closely with the new 
government so that policies 
affecting tourism are effective 
in supporting product 
investment, business growth 
of resorts and other tourism- 
related businesses and growing 
the economy,” he comments. 
In this, he reinforced adherence 
to AHATA’s mission, “to 
achieve sustainable growth for 
the Aruba tourism industry”, 
while working as the private 
sector marketing advocate for

Islands can request tasks wanted starting January 


DAWN BEACH-St. Maarten 
and Curasao will be able to 
request the transfer of the 
tasks they are ready to receive 
from January 2010. 

The draft law on the transfer 
of tasks is expected to be 
debated in Parliament at the 
end of this month to pave the 
way for this. 

Leader of Government 
and Constitutional Affairs 
Commissioner William 
Marlin told reporters at the 
end of the Political Steering 
Group (PSG) meeting on 
Thursday morning that the 
principal agreement was that 
this process would begin in 
the New Year. “If St. Maarten, 
for instance, says that we do 
not want a specific task before 
April, May, or June, that too 
can be arranged,” he added. 
“In terms of the funding, the 
principal agreement is that 
once you get the tasks, you 
get the funding that has been 
allocated in the budget for the 
respective island territories to 
become countries; and that is 
where the contention is with 
St. Maarten, because we are 
saying that if you transfer the 
funding that has been allocated 


to St. Maarten, it [will not be] 
sufficient for St. Maarten to 
set up, in this transition phase, 
the full-fledged department or 
agency agreements that have 
been made in the past.” 
Constitutional Affairs Minister 
Roland Duncan had said last 
week that he would ensure that 
the legal aspect was finalised 
by January. 


“In principal, all the tasks can 
be transferred between now 
and 10-10-10, and by 10-10- 
10 all will [be transferred], 
but it is up to Curasao and St. 
Marten to decide what tasks 
they want. 

“At present, the Netherlands 
Antilles [NA] is carrying out 
all the tasks of the NA. Those 
tasks are being carried out 


by ... persons, 99.9 per cent 
of whom live in Curasao. Of 
course there are some people 
who live on other islands in 
specific areas like the police, 
but in general ... the brunt 
of the work or departments, 
directors and staffing are 
in Curasao. The point of 
departure is that when Curasao 
becomes a country and inherits 


the human capital of the NA, it 
can carry out the task of future 
Country Curasao. 

He pointed to service level 
agreement between civil 
servants in Curasao and St. 
Maarten, which gives St. 
Maarten the option to enter 
into an agreement to purchase 
services from Curasao or the 
Netherlands if it so desires.

segundo puesto con un leve 
retroceso en las preferencias, 
mostro el lunes un sondeo. 

Luis Castaneda, el alcalde de 
Lima que congrega la mayor 
plaza electoral del pais andino, 
lidera las preferencias con un 
23 por ciento, nivel similar 
al del mes pasado, reflejo el 
sondeo realizado por la firma 
Ipsos Apoyo y publicado por 
el diario El Comercio. 

Castaneda goza de una mayor 
adhesion en la capital, donde 
alcanza un 31 por ciento; y en 
la region sur del pais, donde 
lidera con un 17 por ciento. 
Keiko Fujimori, cuyo padre 
fue condenado a 25 anos 
de prision por abusos a los 
derechos humanos, encabezo 
por varios meses las encuestas, 
pero actualmente figura en el 


segundo puesto con un 20 por 
ciento de las preferencias, por 
debajo del 22 por ciento del 
sondeo previo. 

La legisladora conservadora 


lidera las preferencias en el 
centro del pais sudamericano, 
con un 31 por ciento, y en el 
norte peruano, con un 15 por 
ciento. 

Por otro lado, el nacionalista 


y cara mas visible de la 
oposicion, Ollanta Humala, 
siguio bajando en la 
preferencias al lograr un 11 
por ciento frente al 12 por 
ciento del mes pasado. 


Humala, un aliado del 
presidente socialista de 
Venezuela, Hugo Chavez, 
inquieto a los inversores 
cuando casi se convierte en 
presidente en el 2006 con sus 
promesas de dar un giro en 
la politica de libre mercado 
que atrajo miles de millones 
de dolares en inversiones 
extranjeras al pais. 

El lider opositor tiene como 
bastion electoral la parte 
este del pais, donde un 19 
por ciento apoya su eventual 
candidatura. Asimismo, el 
ex presidente Alejandro 
Toledo ha ido trepando 
consistentemente, arribando 
en el cuarto lugar con un 9 
por ciento y acercandose al 
izquierdista Humala. 

El presidente Alan Garcia, 
quien no puede postular a 
una reeleccion inmediata y 
cuya gestion es aprobada 
escasamente por un 29 por 
ciento, culminara su mandato 
de cinco anos en julio del 
2011 .□ 


En Colombia: 


Pagan 871.000 dolares de recompensa 

por captura narco 


BOGOTA (AP) - Un jefe policial revelo el 
lunes que pagara 871.000 dolares a cuatro 
informantes por pistas que llevaron a la 
captura de un narco-paramilitar que describe 
como pieza clave en el aparato criminal de 
un buscado traficante colombiano. 

La policia capturo el viemes por la noche 
a Martin Farfan Diaz, de 42 anos, en una 
zona rural de Mapiripan, en el departamento 
de Meta, a unos 300 kilometros al suroeste 
de Bogota. El detenido fue presentado en 
la jomada ante los periodistas en la sede de 
la Direccion de Policia de Investigaciones 
Judiciales (Dijin) al oeste de Bogota. 

“Esta operacion duro cuatro meses (de 
investigaciones), y el exito de la captura esta 
dada en la informacion precisa que nos dieron 
habitantes del Meta sobre este delincuente y 
cuatro personas recibiran la recompensa de 
1.700 millones de pesos” o 871.000 dolares, 
dijo el general Luis Ramirez, director de la 
Dijin, en conferencia de prensa. 


Ramirez aseguro que Farfan Diaz, quien 
operaba en los surenos departamentos de 
Meta, Vichada y Guainia, era el jefe de los 
pistoleros o el aparato armado del buscado 
Pedro Guerrero Castillo, alias “Cuchillo”, 
descrito por las autoridades como entre los 
principales narcotraficantes actuales en 
Colombia. 

Por Guerrero Castillo las autoridades 
colombianas ofrecen el pago de una 
recompensa de 5.000 millones de pesos (unos 
2,5 millones de dolares). Ramirez aseguro 
que el capturado formo parte de un bloque 
paramilitar llamado “Heroes del Llano”, que 
opero en Meta, hasta su desmovilizacion a 
partir del 2005. 

El oficial aseguro que sobre Farfan, quien 
file detenido junto a otros cuatro hombres, 
estaban pendientes ordenes de captura de 
la Fiscalia por delitos como homicidio y 
narcotrafico y que aun no hay un pedido de 
extradicion por parte de Estados Unidos.Q 



En Paraguay 


Lugo: no hay apoyo para 
“aventura antidemocratica” 

ASUNCION (AP) - El presidente Fernando Lugo dirigio 
el lunes un mensaje al pals enfatizando que la oposicion no 
avanza en su abierto deseo de someterlo a juicio politico 
porque “el pueblo y la comunidad intemacional no apoyan 
una aventura antidemocratica”. 

El discurso de Lugo no estaba previsto en el palacio de 
Gobiemo ya que solo debia recibir el lunes el saludo de 
embajadores con motivo de las fiestas de fin de ano. “No es 
de sorprenderse que desde el comienzo de nuestro gobiemo 
hasta hoy, algunos sectores y personalidades hayan sufrido 
varias veces la tentacion autoritaria de interrumpir el 
proceso politico decidido democraticamente por el pueblo 
el 20 de abril de 2008”, dijo el jefe de estado. 

Hizo alusion a las reiteradas advertencias de parlamentarios 
oficialistas y opositores sobre un eventual juicio politico 
por presunto mal desempeno de sus funciones y porque, 
supuestamente, en sus discursos publicos realiza un 
llamado a la lucha de clases. En el Congreso de 125 escanos 
(80 diputados y 45 senadores), el Presidente cuenta con la 
fidelidad irrestricta de tan solo tres legisladores.Q 
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Magnate opositor Sebastian Pinera tras 
los votos para segunda vuelta en Chile

SANTIAGO (Reuters) - El 
magnate opositor de derecha 
Sebastian Pinera, quien 

gano la primera ronda de las 
elecciones presidenciales 
en Chile, dijo el lunes que 
buscara el apoyo de los votos 
que quedaron en el camino 
rumbo a la renida segunda 
vuelta que disputara con el 
oficialista Eduardo Frei. 
Pinera no logro la mayoria 
absoluta el domingo, pero 
su votacion lo dejo en una 
buena marca para un balotaje 
el 17 de enero que podria 
poner fin a casi 20 anos de 
gobiernos de centroizquierda, 
tras la dictadura de Augusto 
Pinochet. 

El empresario, con una fortuna 
de 1.000 millones de dolares 
segun Forbes y que quiere 
mas incentivos a los privados, 
obtuvo un 44,05 por ciento, 
segun el ultimo conteo oficial 
con un 99,42 por ciento de las 
mesas escrutadas. 

Un Gobiemo de Pinera, uno 
de los controladores de la 
aerolinea LAN y accionista 
del popular club de futbol 
Colo Colo, no implicaria un 
cambio profundo en la politica 
economica de apertura que ha 
convertido a Chile, el mayor 


productor de cobre del mundo, 
en un modelo de estabilidad. 
El expresidente Frei, candidato 
de la coalicion Concertacion 
en el poder y que ha prometido 
seguir con las politicas de la 
popular mandataria Michelle 
Bachelet, logro el segundo 
lugar, con un 29,6 por ciento 
de los sufragios. 

Bachelet acepto el lunes 
la renuncia de su ministra 
portavoz, Carolina Toha, una 
cercana colaboradora que paso 
a integrar el comando de Frei. 
La presidenta, quien anticipo 
un “trabajo muy intenso” para 
sus tres ultimos meses en el 
poder, dijo que Toha sera 
sucedida por la embajadora 
Pilar Armanet. 

El candidato de derecha, 
de 60 anos, dijo que la 
eleccion supero sus propias 
expectativas y que se abocara 
a captar los votos de quienes 
buscan un cambio, haciendo 
un guino a los que votaron por 
el candidato independiente 
Marco Enriquez-Ominami, 
quien logro un tercer lugar en 
los sufragios. 

“Nadie es dueno de los 
ciudadanos, ni de los votos y, 
por tanto, (...) los que quieran 
el cambio (...) saben muy 


bien que en nuestro proyecto 
y en nuestra campana esta el 
verdadero cambio”, dijo Pinera 
al canal de television TVN. El 
magnate ha dicho que en un 
eventual Gobiemo permitiria 
a los fondos de pensiones 
privados tomar en conjunto 
hasta un 20 por ciento de la 
propiedad del gigante estatal 
del cobre Codelco, el gran 
proveedor de las areas fiscales 


del pais. 

Segun sondeos de opinion, 
una parte de los sufragios de 
Marco Enriquez-Ominami, 
quien saco un 20,13 por 
ciento, pasaria a Frei y otra, 
menor, iria al empresario en 
el balotaje. Pese al comodo 
triunfo de Pinera, analistas 
creen que la segunda vuelta 
no es una “carrera corrida” 
ya que el comportamiento 


de los votantes tiene factores 
impredecibles. 

“La segunda vuelta no 
es un simple tramite, es 
extraordinariamente dificil 
proyectar sobre todo por que 
el equipo de Frei no tenia un 
‘plan B’ frente a esto”, dijo 
Carlos Huneeus, director de 
CERC, cuyas proyecciones 
antes de la eleccion estuvieron 
en linea con los resultados. □ 


Brasil y EEUII quieren salida de Micheletti en Honduras 


BRASILIA (AP) - Brasil y Estados 
Unidos, que han discrepado sobre 
el golpe de estado en Honduras, 
coincidieron el lunes en la necesidad 
de que el presidente de facto Roberto 
Micheletti abandone el poder y que 
se facilite la salida del derrocado 
Manuel Zelaya. 

Valenzuela inicio el lunes en Brasil 
su primera gira por America del 
Sur desde que asumio como el 
responsable para America Latina en 
el gobiemo del presidente Barack 
Obama. Posteriormente ira a 
Argentina, Umguay y Paraguay. 

El tema estuvo en el centro de las 
conversaciones que tuvo el secretario 
de Estado adjunto para el Hemisferio 
Occidental, Arturo Valenzuela, con 
el asesor internacional del presidente 
Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva, Marco 
Aurelio Garcia. 

“Estamos de acuerdo en que el 
presidente Micheletti debe partir, 
eso es un paso importante, y seria 


importante que se conceda un 
salvoconducto u otro instmmento que 
permita al presidente Zelaya” salir de 
la embaj ada brasilena de Tegucigalpa, 
dijo Garcia a periodistas. 

Garcia aseguro que “la preocupacion 
del profesor Valenzuela y del 
gobierno brasileno es que la situacion 
de Honduras no se constituya en 
un precedente que desestabilice 
democraticamente la region de 
America Central, donde los procesos 
democraticos son mas recientes”. 
Dos semanas antes de la visita del 
diplomatico norteamericano de origen 
chileno, Garcia habia comentado que 
existia un “cierto sentimiento de 
decepcion” con el gobierno Obama, 
entre otros factores por su posicion 
con Honduras. 

Brasil se ha negado a reconocer el 
resultado de las elecciones del 30 
de noviembre, en las que resulto 
electo el conservador Porfirio Lobo, 
al considerar que fueron realizadas 
bajo un gobierno ilegitimo, mientras 


Estados Unidos acepto el resultado 
de los comicios. 

No obstante, el lunes Garcia dijo que 
se trata de una “pequena diferencia” 
y recordo que Washington aun 
considera que Zelaya, derrocado el 
28 de junio, es el presidente legitimo 
de Honduras. 

Zelaya se encuentra hospedado en la 
embaj ada brasilena en Tegucigalpa 
desde septiembre, cuando ingreso 
subrepticiamente a su pais. La 
semana pasada, Mexico puso un 
avion a disposicion de Zelaya para 
que saliera de Honduras, pero la 
operacion se frustro. 

“Es fundamental que el presidente 
(Zelaya) pueda salir para tener los 
contactos politicos necesarios” para 
definir su futuro, sostuvo Garcia. 

El presidente dominicano Leonel 
Fernandez organizo un encuentro 
entre Zelaya y Lobo en Santo 
Domingo, pero la reunion prevista 
para el domingo se aplazo.Q
